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OPA Group Permits 


Further Boosts in 


Clothing Ceilings 


Latest Advance to Add 10 


Per Cent to Pre«ent 


Cotton Prices 


Washington, July 31—(AP) 


In its first official action under 
the new price control law, OPA 
today authorized an average six 
pi-r cent increase in retail ceilings 
for all farm machinery and re- 
placement parts. 


The increase, effective immedi- 


ately, restores dealers' peacetime 
profit margins as required by the 
OPA revival act. 


OPA had reduced the margins 


of retailers last May 10 when it 
granted a 10 per cent increase in 
manufacturers' and 
wholesalers' 


price ceilings. 


In the case of farm machinery, 


retailers were required to absorb 
half of this while on replacement 
parts they had to absorb the full 
10 per cent increase. 


The 10 per cent price boost pre- 


viously granted to manufacturers 
anc! wholesalers distributors' re- 
mains unchanged under today's 
action. 


OPA also restored the two per 


cent handling and transfer charge 
for distributors. 
This had been 


eliminated under the old law. 


Clothing to Go Up 


In the offing is a boost in cot- 


ton clothing prices. 
OPA 
has 


agreed to raise textile ceilings an 
average of about 16 per cent. 


This increase 
on 
fabric, the 


minimum required under the new 
control law, is expected to boost 
cotton garments costs at least 10 
per cent, an OPA official told a 
reporter privately. 


Other OPA officials have esti- 


mated thaUclothing increases may 
range from 15 to 20 per cent, on 
top of price hikes for some apparel 
granted earlier this week.

Without subsidies, OPA is re- 


quired to 
grant 
compensating 


price increases to producers anc 
suppliers, who can pass them on 
to consumers. 


No decision has been made on 


whether to revive the flour sub- 
sidy, which had held down retail 
bread prices one cent a loaf. An

Rush Antitoxin to 
Plagued Troopship 


Boston, July 31—(AP)—With 


one dead, others stricken and a 
diphtheria epidemic feared, the 
Coast Guard today rushed anti- 
toxin by air to the troop ship 
Colby Victory, several. hundred 
miles off Argentia, Nfld., and en- 
route to Bremerhaven. Germany. 


An air-sea rescue plane bearing 


medical supplies from New York 
landed at 
Salem, Mass., 
took 


aboard additional antitoxin and 
flew on the lend-lease air base 
at Argentia. There the supplies 
will be transferred to another 
plane and flown to the ship. 


The Coast Guard estimated the 


supplies would reach the Colby 
Victory this evening. 


A 
specially-rigged 
parachute 


equipment will be used to drop the 
supplies,, packed in a watertight 
package, to the deck of the troop 
ship, which left New York July 
27. 


Supplies rushPd by plane from 


New York consisted of two mil- 
lion units of gas gangrene anti- 
toxin, a million units of tetanus 
anti-toxin, 250,000 units of diph- 
theria anti-toxin and one vial of 
tetanus toxoid . 


In an "urgent" message for the 


supplies, the chief medical offi- 
cer aboard the Colby Victory said 
the death of one soldier was 
"strongly Indicative of diphtheria," 
and that "other patients are show- 
ing similar symptoms."

Russians, said today 
they

ben detained in the Soviet occu- 
pation zone for 27 days on the 
allegation that they were spies. 


The two, who vanished almost 


a month ago on an unauthorized 
trip into the Soviet 
zone, said 


they had been held for most of the 
27 days at Russian headquarters 
in Potsdam. 
* 
The Russians had denied knowl- 


edge of the whereabouts of the 
pair. 


A U. S. army public relation; 


officer annouifced July 17 that 
Soviett authorities said they had 
ben unable .to locate Cobin and 
Wyatt and that, "to the best ot 
their knowledge, they are not 
being held in the Russian zone." 


Cobin and Wyatt, who related 


their experiettcew at a press con- 
ference in the presence of U. S. 
army staff and intelligence offi- 
cers, said the Russians had treat- 
ed them well but had questioned 
them almost daily and at great 
length in an attempt to ascer- 
tain whether they were secret 
agents. 


Called Spies 


At one time they were officially 


charged with being spies, and 
signed statements 
denying 
the 


charges, they said. 


The officers said 
they 
were 


arrested July 4 at Oranienburg, 
20 miles north of Berlin, where 
they declared they went to try to 
visit the former Nazi concentra- 
tion camp 
of 
Sachsenhausend. 


Both asserted they were unaware 
of reports that the Russians are 
now using' that camp for politi- 
cal prisoners. 


They said they were moved to 


Potsdam late the night of their 
arrest, 
all 
their 
movements 


while in custody being in com- 
plete blacked 
out 
automobiles. 


Throughout their detention they 
were kept separated 
and 
were 


questioned separately by the Rus- 
sians. Cobin, who was born in 
Russia, said he was questioned 
entirely in Russian. 


Both men said they had re- 


peatedly requested the Russians 
to notify American authorities of 
their whereabouts. 


"They told us." Cobin added, 


"that they would do so 
'when 


your identity has . been 
estab- 


lished'." 


Cobin said he was repeatedly 


questioned about his connection 
wih the Berlin documents center, 
where old Nazi party files and 
other records are kept.

Washington, July 31—(AP)— 


Paul A. Olson, former secretary to 
Rep. 
Coffee (D-Wash), told 
the 


senate war investigating commit- 
tee today that "the jails of Amer- 
ica are going to be filled" if the 
justice department enforces a law 
barring 
government contractors 


from making campaign contribu- 
tions. 


"I warn you, you are treading 


on very delicate grounds", he told 
Senator Ferguson (R-Michj in an 
angry exchange over the interpre- 
tation of the law. Specifically at 
point was how it affected a $2,500 
check which Coffee 
received in 


1941 from a Tacoma, Wash., de- 
fense contractor. 


The six-year-old statute carries 


a penalty of §5,000 fine or impris- 
onment up to five years for viola- 
tion. 


Olson maintained that there is 


nothing in the law barring a per- 
son holding a government contract 
from making a personal contribu- 
tion from his personal 
funds—A 


contention 
with which Ferguson 


sharply disagreed. 


Charges Blackmail Attempt 


Olson said that Eivind Anderson, 


the Tacoma contractor who sent 
the $2,500 check, tried to black- 
mail him into withdrawing last 
January from the race for mayor 
of Tacoma. 


Olson testified that Anderson 


had told him that unless he with- 
drew from the primary race in 
which the contractor was also en- 
tered, Anderson "would use the 
check to injure me in some way in 
the March election." 


The witness" reference was to a 


$2,50 check which Anderson gave 
to Olson in 1941 while the latter 
was servring as Coffee's s^cre- 
tary. 


Anderson has testified that the 


check was in payment for services 
he expected to receive from Cof- 
fee and Olson in connection with a 
defense contract. Coffee told the 
committee yesterday he received 
the money as a "campaign gift."

shot Lawrence Barregarye, the 
stepfather, four times 
with

pistol and stabbed

of manicure scissors

he 


knocked her from her chair and 
yelled he was going to kill her. 


Curren said he would file no 


charges immediately but would 
present evidence Monday to the 
county grand jury "for whatever 
action it recommends."

Climax of Family Quarrel 
The slaying1 climaxed a family 


quarrel over money matters and 
over the girl's mother's plans to 
obtain a divorce from Barregarye 
the prosecutor said Miss Colburn 
told him.

aration. He saiid Miss Colburn re- 
lated that the family quarreled 
last Saturday and that Barre- 
garye then struck his wife with 
a milk bottle "and slapped Miss 
Colburn.

Paris, July 31 — (AP) — Sovie 


Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
in a speech to the Paris peace con 
ference today, called upon Demo 
cratic countries of the world to pu 
an end to the Franco regime o 
Spain. 


"It is impossible to safeguard 


peace," Molotov said, "unless fas 
cism is destroyed." 


The Soviet 
foreign 
ministe: 


spoke after an appearance before 
the conference rules committee a 
which he fought to establish a two 
thirds majority voting rule for th 
conference of 21 nations, because 
he said, "if all decisions were by 
simple majority the U. S. S. R 
would be sure to find itself alway; 
in the minority." 


He found qualified support in his 


fight in U. S. Secretary of State 
Byrnes, who, an American inform 
ant said, will propose tomorrow 
that a two-thirds majority vote b 
necessary for approval of essentia 
and substantive matters. 


Addressing the conference, call 


ed to confer* on the peace that is 
to be written in Europe with Italy 
Romania, Bulgaria, Hungary ant 
Finland, Molotov said: 


Deal With Spain 


'If we have still to deal with the 


question of the Fascist regime in 
Spain, then the time must not be 
too distant when democratic coun 
tries will be able to help the Span- 
ish people who groan under Fran- 
co's regime to put an end to this 
survival bred by Hitler and Musso- 
lini, which is dangerous to the 
cause of peace." 


Making his first public official 


conference pronouncement, the So- 
viet foreign minister told a meet- 
ing- of the rules committee, "This 
(a 
simple majority) 
naturally 


would place the Anglo-Saxons at 
an advantage because it would 
form a block of from 12 to 13 
votes." 


He expressed fear that adoption 


of a simple majority rule would 
play the west against eastern Eu- 
rope.

The investigation is being made 


under the direction of the depart- 
ment's civil rights section in New 
i'ork. Michigan, Tennessee, "'lori 
da, . California, 
Mississippi 
and 


Georgia. 


However, complaintn are being 


received from all parts of the 
country 
about 
the 
resurgent 


Klan's activities. The originators 
include individuals, labor unions, 
civil rights societies and other or- 
ganizations. 


FBI Gets Reports

The house refused to concur in 


the senate request for adjourn- 
ment today. Then it asked senate 
approval to return next Tuesday 
to complete legislative action on 
expenses—a question on which the 
two houses disagree. 


House Kills Bill 


Earlier 'oday the house killed a 


senate approved bil ito pay $7,- 
000 for legislative employes anc 
incidental salaries and expenses 
It received 86 votes, with 102 re- 
quired, and there was question 
whether 102 house members were 
present. 


The house didn't act immediate- 


ly on legislation it pay hotel anc 
travel bills of the assemblymen 
during the session. 


That was the main business left 


as the week-old session headed to- 
ward final 
adjournment 
after 


shelving rent control and eviction 
moratorium laws and a $46,000,- 
000 plan for state aid to veterans 
housing. 


Although the senate wants to 


wind up the session today, the end 
may be delayed if the house votes 
to pay legislators expenses. An 
$18,000 
appropriation 
for this 


purpose was killed Monday in the 
senate. 


Seek Housing Bill 


A two-thirds vote was sought 


on the $26,000 house bil Ifor mem- 
ber expenses. Its approval would 
send it to the senate, which would 
have to return if it wanted to re- 
verse its position.

Returns from 1,532 of 2,360 vot- 


ing district gave Sparkman 67,588 
votes for the Democratic nomina- 
tion to 76,943 for four others. 
Unless he could overtake their 
total in the counting which, re- 
mained, he faced a runoff August 
27 with state senator James A. 
Simpson. 


Sparkman had the support of 


the CIO-PAC and other elements 
of organized labor. But the ten- 
year veteran of congress, himself 
the son of a tenant larmer, ob- 
tained his most whopping majori- 
ties yesterday in rural areas. 


Negroes voted throughout the 


state. 


The Arkansas democratic pri- 


mary yesterday, involving state 
offices only, resulted in an easy 
second term victory 
for 
Gov. 


Ben Laney, who nearly doubled 
the combined vote of two oppon- 
ents. 


To test a new law which would 


exclude Negroes from voting for 
state officers, Arkansas held this 
primary separately from one July 
16, when congress nominees were 
chosen. Nevertheless some Neg- 
roes voted yesterday without re- 
ported incident. 


Hint New Attacks 


On Yanks in China 


Peiping, July 31—(AP)—Unof- 


ficial reports of a higher death 
toll and a second clash persisted 
today even as the Peiping Marine 
garrison headquarters, in- the first 
official announcement, said that 
three Marines were killed and 
wounded during Monday's fight 
with 300 armed Chinese. 


The unconfirmed reports of the 


dead varied from four to eight, the 
wounded toll extended to a score 
and a reliable source said one 
Marine still was missing. 


A Communist spokesman stil 


declined either to confirm or deny 
that the attackers were Com- 
munists but did*°"say Communist 
troops were active in the area 
35 miles southeast of Peiping 
where a truck convoy of 100 
Marine replacements was ambush- 
ed. The spokesman said the scene 
of the clash was Comunist-con- 
trolled territory. 


Reliable and informed sources 


said, however, there was no doubt 
the attackers were Communists 
These sources explained that in the 
past when Marines clashed with 
Communists the Marines never of- 
ficially identified the Chinese as 
Communists, although they unof- 
ficially did so.

For Heirens' Case 


Surprise 
Reversal 
of 


Youth's Memory May 


Mean Death House 


Chicago, 
July 31—(AP)—The 


state today began rounding out 
for trial its murder cases against 
William Heirens after the surprise 
collapse of an elaborately staged 
defense plan to have the youth 
confess three killings in hopes of 
escaping the electric chair. 


His attorneys had aranged yes- 


terday's abortive "confession con- 
ference" with the state with the 
aim of winning leniency in return 
for circumventing a prolonged 
and costly jury trial. 


Last night Heirens tossed rest- 


lessly on- his jail cell bunk and 
read from the book of Exodus, 
which contains the Ten *Com- 
mandments, police experts were 
checking a new find to determine 
if it might provide a clue to the 
killing and dismemberment of Suz- 
anne Degnan, Jan. 7. 


This was a knife which an ele- 


vated track worker reported find- 
ing along an embankment a few 
days after the killing. It was turn- 
ed in to police last night. 


Was To Confess 


Heirens is under indictment for 


the murder of Suzanne and Misa 
Frances Brown. Yesterday he was 
to tell the prosecution of them as 
well as of the killing of Mrs. Jo- 
sephine Ross. 


But, when State's Attorney Wil- 


liam J. Tuohy started interrogat- 
ing the University of Chicago stu- 
dent about the crimes, his only 
answer was: "I don't remember." 


The unexpected developments 


in the case, which appeared headed 
for a climax until Heirens refused 
to answer 
questions, did 
not 


change the state's plans for the 
youth's trial for the Degnan and 
Brown murders, Tuohy fcaid, 


Tuohy said that the meeting hart 


been .arranged at the request -,ot 
the; defense.1 cpfiofcel afta*3Rh_e state 
was ready to accept any statement 
.Heirens would make. "If there ia 
to be any further discussion," he 
said, "the defense attorneys will 
call." 


Heirens' parents were summon- 


ed to the state's attorney's office 
when it became apparent he would 
not answer Tuohy's questions. His 
mother conferred with him for 20 
minutes, but the youth still refus- 
ed to talk and he was ordered re- 
turned to his county jail cell. 


Parents Bewildered 


Malachy Coghlan, one of the 


defense attorneys, said the youth's 
parents were 
"bewildered and 


amazed" at their son's refusal to 
talk. "I was amazed, too," ht 
said. 


Sheriff Michael Mulcahy said 


that Heirens became angry Mon- 
day after confiscation of three 
letters, two to his parents, and the 
third to "Joann," which were found 
in his jail cell. 


Mulcahy said the youth had de- 


manded their return and when the 
demand was refused the sheriff 
quoted him as saying, "If I don't 
get them back, I won't cooper- 
ate." Later, however, he met with 
his 
attorneys 
and 
reportedly 


agreed to go through with hi* 
plans for his confession. 


The conference started shortly 


after Heirens was arraigned in

Interesting Argument 


Among the leftovers on the con- 


gressional agenda is an argument 
in the Government vs. Private 
Enterprise department which the 
next session will probably resume 
and settle. It isn't a world-shak- 
ing argument, and the subject isn't 
wery dramatic. All the same, the 
outcome will be significant. 


Briefly, and over-simply. the sit- 


uation is this. 
The government 


wants to build some 
fertilizer 


plants and go into the business m 
a fairly big way. It also wants 
to use some of the plants' output 
to conduct demonstrations on 75 
farms in each agricultural county, 
or on about 150.000 farms. Within 
five years it would dispose of th 
plants to co-operatives (if the co 
ops want them) on 50-year leases 


The chief reason for this pro 


gram seems to be a disputed 
claim that there was a wartime 
fertilizer 
shortage. 
Fertilizer 


manufacturers say this isn't so— 
that though there 
were loca 


shortages due to lack of material 
labor and transportation, capacit; 
has always exceeded consumption 


Naturally the fertilizer people 


including several farmer co-opera- 
tives, don't like the legislation 
which would authorize this. They 
say it isn't cricket for the gov- 
ernment to set itself up in com- 
petitive business with tax money 
They don't like the sales promo- 
tion of free fertilize? for 150,000 
farmers, 
when 
those 
farmers' 


neighbors have to pay for their 
own and. through taxes, help pay 
for the government's gift besides. 


The fertilizer people favor the 


experiments 
and demonstrations 


which are continually being car- 
ried on by various federal 
and 


state agencies. But they don't see 
why this necessitates the federal 
government's 
competing 
with 


them and driving some of them 
out of business. 


The fertilizer industry is high- 


ly competitive. Its members hold 
that fact responsible for some re- 
markable benefits and improve- 
ments. They cite Agriculture De- 
partment figures to show that the

—the was immediately supported 
by Soviet Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov. It hasn't been often that the 
American and Soviet statesmen 
have found immediate agreement 
on any subject, and so this was a 
notable occasion. 
It was partic- 


ularly noteworthy because Rus- 
sia's ideas about freedom of the 
press are 
quite 
different 
from 
those of the western democracies. 
Moscow doesn't believe in allow- 
ing publication of anything which 
the government disapproves. 


An American source quoted Mol- 
otov as saying that some Soviet 
proposals haU been reported inac- 
curately recently. 
The 
foreign 


minister thought this 
could "be 


remedied if reporters were allow- 
ed to attend committee meetings. 
Thus with the sponsorship of the 
world's two most powerful nations, 
the press finally got a break. 


And the 
significance 
of this? 


Well, freedom of the press is the 
most accurate barometer there is 
by which to gauge the freedom of 
the peoples concerned. If there is 
no freedom of the press there is 
repression of other rights. 


It's to be hoped that the present 
peace conference—and subsequent 
conferences—will throw open then- 
doors to reporters. I've reported 
| so many foreign conferences of 
one kind or another that 1 should 
have to I'efer to my files to recall 
the number. Almost invariably

U. of I. Trustees 
Ask for Funds to 
Handle Enrollment 


Chicago, July 31—(AP)—The 


board of trustees of the Universi- 
ty of Illinois again ask that Gov. 
Green give "immediate considera- 
tion" to calling a special state 
legislative session to appropriate 
additional funds to take care of 
the school's anticipated record en- 
rollment of 23,000 this fall. 


The board, meeting yesterday, 


voted a resolution directing uni- 
versity president George D. Stod- 
dard and board president Park 
Livingston to nresent the school's 
needs before the governor. The 
resolution was approved on motion 
of John R. Fornof of Streator. 


Stoddard and Livingston also 


were authorized to present the 
fund needs before appropriate leg- 
islative commitees "with an ur- 
gent request for immediate con- 
sideration in a special .session of 
the general assembly of the ad- 
ditional 
appropriations 
needed." 


Sent to Governor 


The same resolution was sent to 


the governor June 15, who refer- 
red it to the state budgetary com- 
mission. 


The formal request to the gover- 


nor mentioned no specific sum but 
Lloyd Morey, university comptrol- 
ler, said a "minimum" of $1,250.- 
000 additional would need to be 
appropriated from state tax funds 
for the 1946-47 academic year. 


Dr. Stoddard, who recommended

Boston, July 31— (AP)—The 


end of the world could come to- 
morrow, says Dr. Robert R. Coles 
o* 
1 New York's Hayden planetar- 


ium. 


"A nova-like flareup of the sun 


might happen tomorrow or in 50 
or 100 million years," he says. 
"And if it did the earth and' its 
neighbor planets would almost im- 
mediately sufier the most terrible 
consequences" 


In an article in sky and tele- 


scope, published at Harvard ob- 
servatory, Coles says that such an 
outburst of the sun would "un- 
doubtedly mean the end of all life 
on earth."
